Acording to the city engineer’s esti­ 
mate the work will cost $240. 
The city engineer

Fourth street to Fifth street to make 
it conform with the street south of 
the C. IT. & D. railway. The question 
of straightening the street came up 
after a petition for cement curb and 
gutter from Fifth street to Secon 1 
street had been filed. 
Shortly after 
the petition had been presented a re­ 
monstrance was filed. 
The remon- 
stvators are willing for the improve­ 
ment 
provided that 
the city will 
straighten the street. 
The city does 
not desire to take any definite action 
until the cost of the proposed im­ 
provement has been determined. City 
Engineer Cameron will report at the 
next meeting. 
The sewer committee will investi­ 
gate the condition of the ditch in the 
alley just east of Perkins street, and 
between the C. H. & D. railway and 
Third street. The ditch, according to 
«complaints, has failed to carry off 
the water and the recent flood made 
the residents near the ditch desire an 
im provem ent. 
The committee will 
make an effort to find a better drain. 
The committee will also investigate a 
tunnel going under the race near the 
Oneal Brothers’ place. It is said the 
tunnel has a twelve inch tile on one 
side and a fifteen inch tile on the 
other. 
Because of this the water 
b a c k s up and does not dram as it 
should. 
The street committee will place ha 
brick crossing at the intersection of 
Maple and Eighth streets. The mayor 
and clerk were instructed to borrow 
$400 to meet the expenses.

the business houses flooded, every­ 
thing was swept from the stores. Mr. 
Cowing's views show many freaks of

Democrats Are Wondering What a 


County Highway is so as to Fig­ 


ure Out Superintendent's Wages.

Appointment Will Not be Made Ac­ 


cording to Recent Act, Until 


Commisioners Are Democratic. 


The state board of tax commis­ 
sioners, which is now in session in 
Indianapolis, recently issued a state­ 
ment to county assessors that the as­ 
sessments of any property damaged 
by the flood should not be lowered 
because of the disaster, but it does 
not follow that people who lost be- 
eaime of the flood can not get re­ 
course through the law. 
When the 
state issued its first notice, no men­ 
tion was made as to how property 
owners could get their assessment re­ 
duced because of the heavy losses. 
The board merely said that all prop­ 
erty in existence March first should 
be assessed. 
County Assessor John F. Moses, 
however, says that the statutes af­ 
ford relief in this instance, and lie 
cites the following from Third Burns, 
Revised Statutes, section 
10, page 
1,147: 
“In all cases where buildings or 
personal property shall be destroyed 
in whose or in part of unavoidable 
easnlitv after being 
assessed 
for 
the year, and such hiss is not cover­ 
ed by insurance, the county auditor 
shall, upon sworn proof, of such 1<>S>. 
allow rebate of such proportions of 
the taxes for that year as that part 
of the year shall remain after such 
destruction, bears t«»the whole year. 
Tornado or fire insurance 
would 
bar an application to the county au­ 
ditor for relief. 
But 
in 
this 
in­ 
stance, of course, insurance will cut 
no figure. 
No. R ushville or Rush 
county property owners carried flood 
insurance and it is not known that 
anyone here was prepared to write 


flood insurance. 
The statute further 
states 
that 
all proofs of loss must be presented 
to the 
county 
auditor by 
sworn 
statements or orally. 
The law pro­ 
vides that the official must have ex­ 
cellent proof of the loss 
to 
guard 1 
against any false statements. 
It is not at all improbable that the 
county auditor will be swamped with 
property owners seeking relief from 
their asessments because the ruling 
of the state tax board will be ad­ 
hered to by the nssesors.

B. Bales, the county 
auditor, said that he had consulted 
the commisisoners but they did not 
know the number of miles of county 
road. 
There is a cause, of course. 
The 
wages of a county highway superin­ 
tendent, according to an act of the 
last legislature, are determined by 
Hie number of miles of county road 
in the given county. 
The law 
says 
there shall be no superintendent in 
counties with less that 200 miles of 
county road, and that the superin­ 
tendent in counties having between 
200 and 400 miles of county road 
shall be paid four 
d o l l a r s a 
day. 
Rush county is believed to be in this 
class. 
The acts of the 
last 
legislature 
have not yet been printed foy distri­ 
bution and this act, of course, has 
not been received 
here. 
The 
act 
does 
not 
contain 
an 
emergency 
clause, it is said, and will not be 
effective until the distribution of the 
acts takes place and they are pro­ 
claimed laws by the governor. 
It is said that tlie act does not 
provide that a superintendent shall 
be appointed when the act becomes a 
law, but the first of January, 1014. 
This is pointed out by some as some 
of the polities; that was played by the 
last legislature. Many county boards 
of commissioners will become Demo­ 
crat ic the first of next January, and

T here have been several in ciden ts 
w hich show th at the optimistic offi­ 
cials of the Vatican can n o lon ger re­ 
sist the con viction th at the en d is 
n ear. Dr. Amici, after leavin g the bed­ 
side for a few momen ts to speak to a 
frien d, said, gravely: 
“I fear his holi­ 
n ess will n ot see the dawn of tomor­ 
row'.” 
The pope’s cough is dry an d persist­ 
en t, the dimin ished expectoration ag­ 
gravatin g the sufferin gs of the pon tiff 
an d in creasin g the dan ger of a col­ 
lapse durin g on e of the suffocatin g 
paroxysms. 
The weakn ess of the pon tiff Is in ­ 
creasin g an d his fever also has In ­ 
creased. 
The physician s are admin ls- 
lsterin g in halation s an d hypodermic 
in jection s, while oxygen tubes 
are 
kept in a room adjoin in g the pope’s 
bedroom, ready for in stan t use. 
The 
doctors adm it that a bacteriological 
examin ation of the sputum excretion s 
con firms the report that the in fluen za 
is of an in fectious character an d has 
provoked 
in flammation 
which 
has 
spread to the lun gs. 
Mon s. Caccia Domin in i, the pope’s 
private chamberlain , drove to the res­ 
iden ce of Cardin al 
Van n utelll, 
the 
pope’s con fessor, to warn hlfn of the 
possibility of his bein g summon ed to 
the Vatican a t an y momen t. 
The 
chamberlain afterw ard visited Cardi­ 
n al Oreglia, the dean of the sacred 
college, who is bedridden , an d in form­ 
ed him th at the con dition of the pon ­ 
tiff W’as alarmin g. 
Cardin al Oreglia 
was told of this merely as a m atter of 
courtesy, as he is un able to assum e 
the govern m en t of the church durin g 
the vacan cy of the holy see an d is n ot 
likely to atten d tl c con clave for the 
election of a n ew pope. 
Cardin al Or­ 
eglia formally n otified Cardin al Merry 
Del Yal th at Cardin al Van n utelli, the 
sub-dean , m ust take his place. 
Mon s. Parolin , the pope’s n ephew, 
has urged Cardin al M erry Del Yal to 
hasten the adm in istration of the last 
sacram en ts, hut the doctors poin ted 
out that the pope could n ot retain the 
viaticum in his presen t con dition . He 
could n ot retain it even if he were able 
to sw'allow the wafer. 
Moreover, in 
his presen t state the adm in istration of 
the sacram en t w’ould be boun d to 
cause deep emotion an d wTould be apt 
to hasten his death. 
On the other 
han d, in case of a sudden emergen cy 
the sacram en ts could be admin istered 
hv an y of the prelates n atten dan ce 
on the pon tiff. 
The pope’s private secretary w'en t to 
the railway station to m eet the pon ­ 
tiff’s aged brother An gelo, the post­ 
m aster of Corazio, who arrived at mid­ 
n ight. 
The brother of the pdpe an d 
his n ephew, Mon s. Parolin , passed the 
n ight 
in 
the sickroom, 
wrhere 
the 
pope’s sisters, Maria 
an d An n a, an d 
his n iece have been in Almost con stan t 
atten dan ce. It is kn ow’n that Cardin al
